Find Painless 
Method To Fine 
Local Autoist 


If you have not yet purchased 
your 1938 vehicle tag you will soon 
be finding a bright green tax tag 
attached to your steering wheel. 
T hat tag is the latest thing in po­ 
lice courtesy. Instead of the police 
officer escorting you to the police 
station and standing at your elbow 
as you purchase that belated vehicle 
tag, you will have the opjKirtunity 
of acting as your own judge and 
ju ry in trying your own case. 
All you have to do, is to mail the 
self inflicted fine to the village. If j 
you are not sure as to how much j 
you should send, you will find the J 
correc t am ount printed on the green 
ticket. If it is the first offense it is 
“one and one.” lf it is the second) 
time, you send $5.00, while if you 
have not learned your lesson and 
you park all night or break some 
of the other “don’ts ” the cost will 
he $7.00. There are m any possible 
violations and $2.00 fine applies 
only to the first offense, no m atter 
which one it is.
